Cleveland was askeft by an Associated 
Press reporter yesteruay i£ he was aware of 
a delusion among the colored people in the 
South that a change in the administration 
would unfavorably affect their condition. 
Governor Cleveland replied: 


"lres, I have b<¥>n astonished at the state- 
ment that there was an apprehension existing 
amoruj- the colored people that in some way 
their rights, now secured to them under tho 
laws and Constitution or the United States, 
were in danger 1'rom the election of a Demo- 
cratic President. I am even told that some of 
them arc led to suppose that the result of the 
recent election means that they muy ai?am bo 
made slaves. All this has appeared to me to be 
so absurd, and I luive been so sure that tun 
slightest intelligent retlection would dii-lodffe 
such looli«h tears, that I can hardly deem any 
notice ot them necessary. Hut th«re is not tho 
slitfhtost objection to calling tlis attention ot 
ail who are in the lea 
1"-* um'iny •*!• uncertain 
upon this subject to the fact that the titlo 
of the colored people 
to freedom am! 
all the rights of citi/ci 
turbed excel ' ' 
make. 
Besides, the present condition or 
status of these people has been so fully ac- 
cented by the entire country thttt no onu 
should nave the Misrhte^ idea that any at- 
tempt would be made to cliaiurc it, if then) 
were any possibility of iiccomi>!i-hitur such a 
thing. So far a« the now nrlminibtnition H 
related to this subject the whole country can 
bo sure that the lawful power and jurisdiction 
of the executive will be so exereitod that the 
rights of all citizens, white or black, under 
the Constitution ami the law will bo preserved 
and protected, and all the advantages to which 
they are entitled by reason of their eiti/cu- 
ship will be secured to them. There need he 
no fear that either the Democratic party or 
its newly elected administration proposes 
to oppress or enslave any part 01 our 
population nor to destroy the business inter- 
ests o» the country. We hope, on the other 
hand, to do something to benefit the people. 
Jt seems to me that our efforts in tlmt direc-

tosk iu some localities as early as the mid- 
dle of August, but no actual 
suffering 


among the inhabitants occurred until to- 
vard the end of September, when, the 
rdiuary sources of 
supply having for 


he iiKist part failed, the mountaineers were 
compelled, in order to sustain life, to obtain 
•water for household purposes from what is 
known as the "poison" or mineral springs 
n the mountains, or from the small amount 
emaining in deep holes in the beds of 
creeks. A persistent use of this water soon 
developed a pecular disease, as deadly as 
Asiatic 
cholera 
in 
its nature, which 


}&s ever since raged with terrible fatality 
over half a dozen counties in Virginia and 
Kentucky. The loss of life thus far is vari- 
ously estimated at from four hundred to 
eight hundred. Among children and adults 
well up in years the mortality has been 
reatest, but no class has b&iti exempt. 
n a number of

'amilies have perished, while in numerous 
other cases but one or two members of a 
lousehold survive. Few recover from the 
disorder, from sixty to eighty per cent of 
those attacked dying. This is accounted 
for by the facts that pure water is still un- 
attainable and that proper food and medical 
attendance can not be had. The drying 
up of the streams has necessitated the 
stoppage of numerous small grist-mills 
along the 
mountain valleys, 
and the 


population for the most part appears to be 
in the most abject want and misery. 
The 


locality Is almost inaccessible to the out- 
side world, there being no railroad within 
one hundred miles, and reliable news is 
very diflicult to obtain; but even if half 
what is alleged be true the calamity is of 
the most serious nature, 
and calls for 


prompt action by the authorities and the 
public. 


The aymptwis are described as being like 


those of Asiatic cholera. The first symptom 
Is a U-rrible hemorrhage of the bowels, and 
persons attacked die or recover in about a 
week. It U frequently fatal in twenty-four 
hours, and sometimes iu a few hours. 
In 


most instances it visits an entire family, and 
i» considered so contagious that in some 
cases the party attacked dies alone, his 
friends being afraid to go to him.
